DUTLAW SLAININ 
FOREST BATTLE 


Dies After Killing Two 
Policemen.

Toronto, Ont., May 30.—([Special.]— 
Leo Rogers, desperado at North Bay, 
who killed two police officers, was shot 
dead in the dense forest eight miles 
from Lake Nipissing this evening by 
police officers engaged in the man 
hunt. 

Rogers escaped from the prisoner’s 
dock in court a few days ago by 
brandishing a cardboard pistol He 
secured a rifle and killed Constable Le 
Febre soon after. 


Kills Another Policeman. 

Disturbed in his parents’ house on 
the outskirts of North Bay early this 
morning, while packing fresh clothes 
and provisions for a continuation of 
his flight, Rogers shot and instantly 
killed Provincial Police Sergeant Fred 
Urquhart, drove the police cordon sur- 
rounding his home into the bush and 
then fled into the forest, where he was 
later killed. 

Sergt. Urquhart was in charge of 
the police detachment detailed to 
watch the Rogers home every night. 
As they lay in the shadows just after 
midnight a man was seen to emerge 
into the moonlight and run across the 
clearing into the house. 

Sergt. Urquhart and Constable 
Crowe went to the rear door, while 
other policemen watched the front 
door. When Sergt. Urquhart knocked 
on the door the kitchen light was 
snapped out and a voice challenged, 
„Who's there? 


The Police.“ 

Sergt. Urquhart's reply, “The po- 
ice,“ was drowned in the reverbera- 
ting crash from Rogers’ high power 
rifle. The steel jacketed bullet crashed 
through the door and tore its way 
through the sergeant’s chest and he 
fell dead in his tracks. His compan- 
ions immediately fired point blank 
through doors and windows with their 
revolvers. 

Rogers accepted the gage to battle; 
his rifle spoke again and again, first 
from the front and then from the back 
of the house. Unwilling to match the 
revolvers against a high powered rifle, 
the police took cover in the bush. Im- 
mediately a side window waa smashed 
to flinders and Rogers sailed through 
the air and was off like a flash for the 


bush amid a hail of bullets from police 
revolvers. 


MAID WHO STOLE 
GEMS OF “YELLOW 
KID” HANGS SELF 


Miss Elizabeth MeMarian, a 25 year 
old colored woman, formerly employed 
as a maid in the home of Joseph “ Yel- 
low Kid” Weil at 5630 Kenmore ave- 
nue, hanged herself in a cell at police 
headquarters in Springfield, III., yes- 
terday. She was being held for the 
theft of $5,000 worth of diamonds 
from the former confidence man, who 


recently was released from Joliet peni- 


tentiary. 

The girl disappeared from the Weil 
residence after a fire about three 
weeks ago. A few days ago she went 
to Springfield to see her sweetheart, 
and her arrest followed his after a 
$1,400 diamond, reported by the “ Yel-

» HEART VALVES 
MAY BE FIXED, 
MEDICS LEARN 


cardiac valves whereby common heart 
diseases which frequently cause death 
may be permanently cured have been 
made possible by the perfection of an 
instrument called the cardioscope 
This was announced yesterday at the 
annual meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation for Thoracic Surgery at the Au- 
ditorium hotel. 

The instrument not only makes pos- 
sible heretofore impossible operations, 
it was announced, but it may also be 
used for observation of the hum: 
beating heart and correct diagnosis. 

Tested on Animals. 

It is the invention of Dr. Duff 8. 
Aller, a young surgeon of George 
Washington university, who perfected 
it in his laboratories after two years of 
research. So far it has been used only 
on animals, principally. on dogs, but 
Dr, Howard Lilienthal, celebrated New 
York physician and surgeon and retir- 


ing president of the association, de- 
clared for Dr. Allen that it is now at

| All this may be done while the heart 

is beating and the valves functioning 
| and without injury to the organs. 


Explains Its Use. 
“The instrument is particularly 


‘| valuable In the cases of widening or 


narrowing of the heart valves, which 
are so common and have so often ended 
ultimately in death,” Dr. Lilienthal 
gad. The cardioscope enables us to 
lay the lens against the valve and 
observe, and then either cut apart the 
too narrow valve, or to tle it with liga- 
tures where it is too wide.” 

Dr. Lilienthal read a paper in which 
he cited cases and pointed out the im- 
portance of early diagnosis in cancer 
of the lungs. He told how early diag- 
nosis may be made and life thereby 
saved through the insertion of instru- 
ments for observation through the 
mouth.

ANOTHER PERIL TO THE 
RAILROADS: 


Samuel Rea, president af the Pennsylvania rail- 
read, has served notice upon the railway labor 
board that his organization will defy its findings at 
will when it wishes to deal directly with its em- 
ployés. He may be within his legal rights in tak- 
ing that position, but in view of the attitude 
against the board recently taken by the railroad 
labor unions such defiance seems ill advised and 
dangerous. 

The railway labor board, while limited in auther- 
ity and handicapped by lack of sufficiently close 
coiperation with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, has proved itself a valuable agent for peace 
in handling railroad affairs. It has indicated a 
close adherence to the spirit of justice and reason 
which is outlined for it in the law which preseribes 
that it shall fix just and reasonable wages. 

The justice which it seeks must apply to the 


country at large as well as to the workers and rail- 


reed owners. It acts with that thought in mind, 
and therein lies its influence. Thus when it cuts 
railroad wages far below the $2,623.97 of the rail- 
way employés’ theoretical annual budget it may 
be ardusing the resentment of the workers, but 
when it shows that such a wage scale applied to all 
labor would consume 50 per cent more than the 
entire country’s total annual income it justifies 
itself in public opinion. It is a reasoning organiza- 
tien of intelligent.men, and as such it wins public 
confidence and proves a strong agent for mainte- 
nance of peace and prosperity in its field. 

Thus when Mr. Rea defies it he is endangering 
peace and prosperity, just as the railroad unions do

As a 
result, the exact pronuneiation of Egyptian 
words, including proper names, is somewhat 
uncertain. The name of the Egyptian ruler 
whose tomb was discovered recently is speed 
in a yariety of ways. 4 perfectly correct 
spelling is Tut-Ankh-Amen. On the other 
hand, the writing Amen is favored by 
some scholars. 

There is a difference in the spelling of ‘tha 
second element of the name. Some spell it 
Ankh, while others favor Enkh, which simply 
means that either Tut-Ankh-Amon or Tut- 
Ankh-Amen, or even Tut-Enkh-Amen is per- 
fectly correct.

because he didn’t like to have his 
brother Pinkie licked by the same lad. 
By his insane act of attacking Ref-. 
eree Davey Miller, who carried Pinkie | 
to his corner after the knockout, | 
Richie apparently has cheated a host 
of Illinois boxing fans out of a sport | 
when they Almost had it legalized. 
Long should these fans remember | 
the name of Richie Mitchell. Richie 
is the idol of Wisconsin boxing fans, 
but we wonder what members of the 
boxing commission of our neighboring 
State would do if he acted in that man- 
ner in a ring controlled by them. He 
probably would be suspended indefi- 
nitely, and that would be tame punish- 
ment for him. 


— 

The chances, however, are that a 
brawl of that kind in Wisconsin never 
will happen. Boxing is controlied in 
that state with an iron hand. Even if 
a second took a punch at a referee 
there wouldn’t be a chance of his 
friends or the friends of the refereee 
mixing it in the ring. 

Once a program is concluded in Wis- 
consin, police enter the ring and keep 
fans and unnecessary seconds at bay. 
The fans have learned they are not 
welcome on the canvas, and rarely do 
they move forward at the end of the 
bouts. They go on their happy way 
content with the knowledge that 
they have enjoyed an evening’s enter- 
tainment. The same conditions exist 
in New York and in every other state
